Kuna said the information, 
social affairs and labour, health 
and electricity and water mini- 
sters also exchanged jobs with 
other cabinet membezs.

Israeli troops beat 
pregnant women 


TUNIS, Jan 26, (Agencies;: Yas- 
ser Arafat accused Israeli troops 
today of causing 27 pregnant 
Palestinian women to lose their 
babies through severe beatings 
or exposure to tear gas. 

The PLO leader told a news 
conference that Israeli soldiers, 
who began a policy of “might, 
force and beatings" a week ago, 
were still using live ammunition 
to quell unrest in the occupied 
Gaza Strip. 

Alluding to the miscarriages, 
he said: “This big number is not 
by chance. It is a decision by the 
criminal (Israeli Defence Mini- 
ster) Yitzhak Rabin." 

Israel has defended its policy 
ofbea tings. 

Instances 

Arafat named 25 women he 
said had miscarriages because of 
recent beatings and said two fur- 
ther instances had occurred dur- 
ing the news conference. 

“The new systematic crime of 
the Israelis is to kill our children 
while still inside their mothers’ 
wombs,” he said. 

Israeli troops have shot dead 
at least 39 Palestinians in more 
than six weeksof protests against 
Israel's 20-year occupation of the 
West Bank and Gaza Strip. 

Arafat said that his reports 
from Israel put the toC at 90, six 
in the last three days. 

Left-wing Israeli parliamen- 
tarians assailed Rabin today 
over his policy to crush the 
unrest. 

Security sources in Tel Aviv 
said the expulsion of five more 
Palestinian activists from the 
occupied territories to South 
Lebanon seemed imminent after 
four Gaza Strip residents with- 
drew appeals lo the Israeli 
Supreme Court against deporta- 
tion. 

The beatings have drawn 
international condemnation, 
including some from leaders of 


the powerful US Jewish com- 
munity. 

In continuing unrest in the 
West Bank, the Army said it shot 
and wounded a Palestinian in 
Jenin when dozens of masked 
protesters stoned troops. 

A photographer witnessed a 
demonstration at the Jelazoun 
refugee camp, north of 
Jerusalem, in which an Arab 
teenager was driven away by sol- 
diers armed with dubs and taken 
behind a wall where he screamed 
in pain. 

Six or seven other youths, 
including one who seemed barely 
10 years old, were taken behind 
the wall. 

“Don't do anything, there are 
journalists present,” a soldier 
shouted to his comrades behind 
the wall. 

Three residents of Silwad, in 
the West Bank lying with severe 
facial injuries in Ramallah hosp- 
ital, said troops took them from 
their homes on Monday and beat 
them all night. 

Bombs 

in the Gaza Strip, demon- 
strators threw petrol bombs and 
stones at troops during a brief 
break in acurfew that has been in 
force for two weeks. Army radio' 
reported. 

Three US citizens filed com- 
plaints with the US consulate in 
East Jerusalem, charging that 
they were beaten by Israeli sol- 
diers, a consulate spokesman 
said yesterday.

Foreign Minister Hans-Dietrich 
Genscher, returning from a 
weekend trip to Israel said the 1 2 
European Economic Commun- 
ity fordgn ministers would meet 
in Bonn next month with Jor- 
dan's King Hussein todiscuss the 
recent Arab summit in Amman 
and review prospects for conven- 
ing an international conference 
on the Arab- Israeli conflict.

Mexican 
mine fire 
kills 33 

LAS ESPERANZAS, Mexico, 
Jan 26, (AP): Rescue workers 
recovered more bodies today 
from the charred depths of a coal 
mine ripped by explosion and 
flash fire. The head of the rescue 
squad said 33 men had died and 
at least 10 more were believed 
still trapped below. 

“We don't believe there’s a 
possibility that anyone remains 
alive." Felipe Perez Ortiz, the 
miner who headed the rescue 
team working in the northern 
Mexico mine since late last night, 
told reporters. 

He said the work was going on 
about 100 yards (metres) under 
ground. 

Debris 

Asked how much longer they 
would work, he replied: “It will 
take a while because of the dif- 
ficulty of working there. There’s 
a lot of debris ... these places 
don't have any air and there's a 
lot of gas." 

Perez Ortiz cautioned that he 
was not an authorised spokes- 
man. 

Federal authorities said earlier 
that at least 20 miners died and 18 
were still missing. 

Friends and relatives of the 
buried miners huddled around 
campfires outside the mine's 
entrances near the shaft where 
workers were bringing victims to 
the surface. 

As bodies were slowly 
recovered, guards at the gates 
called for family members to 
come inside and identify them. 


MANAMA, Jan 26, (AP): Iraq's 
President Saddam Hussein, in an 
apparent departure from his 
established position, was quoted 
today as saying he approved of 
efforts by Iraq’s Arab Gulf 
neighbours to persuade Iran to 
accept a mediated peace. 

The statements, contained in 
an interview with Jordanian 
newspapers, came as Iraq 
claimed us second atLack in two 
days against an unidentified ship 
off Iran's coast. 

The attack, which was not 
independently verified, was part 
of Iraq’s declared effort to force 
Iran to negotiate a peace in their 
seven-year-old war. 

Resolution 

In the interview, published by 
three leading newspapers in Jor- 
dan and quoted by the official 
Saudi Press Agency, Hussein 
said he supported any effort by 
the six-member GCC lo induce 
Iran to accept United Nations 
Security Council’s resolution 
598, which calls for an immediate 
ceasefire in the war. 

In its report from Amman, the 
Jordanian capital, the Qatari 
news agency said Hussein told 
his interviewers it was not in 
anyone’s interest to “ignore this 
chance" if the I ranians requested 
a meeting. 

“We have nothing against 
that," he said, according to the 
reports distributed in Arabic by 
the Gulf agencies. 

Arrange 

Syria, the principal Arab ally 
of Iran in tne war, has been 
actively trying to arrange a meet- 
ing between Iran and the GCC 
countries to contain the hos- 
tilities and open.the-way to a # 
comprehensive settlement 

The move has been in tandem 
with efforts pushed at the pan- 
Arab summit hosted by Jordan's 
King Hussein in Amman last 
November to heal a long-stand- 
ing rift between Syria and Iraq. 

Saddam was quoted as affirm- 


ing the necessity of "dialogue" 
being the basis for Arab inter- 
action. “We are one Arab nation 
and it is supposed that no one 
should try to harm the other," he 
was quoted as saying. 

The Saudi Press Agency repor- 
ted that Iraqi Foreign Minister 
Tariq Aziz was in Riyadh to 
deliver a message from Saddam 
Hussein to King Fahd of Saudi 
Arabia. 

Contacts 

Its contents were not dis- 
closed, but Aziz has just sent the 
UN Secretary-General Javier 
Perez de Cuellar a note unders- 
coring his country's acceptance 
of resolution 598. 

Fahd has been al the centre of 
contacts launched by Syria along 
with the U AE and Oman. 

Some analysts said the Iraqi 
President's remarks published in 
Jordan possibly indicated that 
the UAE and Oman were insist- 
ing on a serious mediation bid. 

Jordan's King Hussein also 
visited Baghdad for talks on the 
war with Saddam. 

In another interview Saddam 
said that the real ambition of 
Iranian leader Ayatollah 
Khomeini was to establish a Per- 
sian empire. 

He added that Khomeini 
thought that the Shiites of Iran 
were the leaders of all Shiites. 

Adamant 

In an interview with three 
Saudi newspapers Saddam said 
that Khomeini believed he was 
the representative of all Shiites, 
at least in the Middle East 

He said that Khomeini was 
adamant about continuing the 
war because he had nothing left 
before him for establishing his 
Persian empire except trying to 
defeat Iraq, which he had chosen 
as the key to his dreams. 

Saddam added that 
Khomeini's plan was to crush the 
Arab world in stages and then 
gradually form his empire.

India marks Republic 
Day amid tight security 


NEW DELHI, Jan 26, (Reuter): 
India paraded its military might 
amid unprecedented security 
today to mark Republic Day 
watched by Sri Lankan President 
Junius Jayewardene who has 
called in Indian troops to end a 
Tamil war in his country. 

Jayewardene, whose presence 
as chief guest at the parade 
sparked Tamil protests in Sri 
Lanka, is here for talks with 
Prime Minister Rajiv Gandhi on 
enforcing the controversial 
peace pact under which the 
37,000 Indian troops were sent. 

The agreement has been 
widely criticised in both coun- 
tries but officials said the troops 
would stay in Sri Lanka until it 
was implemented. 


HH the Amir and HH the 
Premier and Prime Minister 
Sheikh Saad of Kuwait sent con- 
gratulation messages to the 
President of India and Prime Min- 
ister Rajiv Gandhi respectively on 
the occasion of the Republic Day 
of India. 

More than 10.000 police 
patrolled the spruced-up streets 
of the Indian capital to prevent 
extremist attacks disrupting the 
39th parade celebrating India's 
becoming a republic. 

Jayewardene, flanked by 
Indian President Ramaswamy 

Venkata ram an and Rajiv inside 
a bullet-proof glass enclosure, 
watched India’s Soviet and Wes- 
tern designed hardware rumble 
past. 

Commandos with submachine 
guns prowled the parade route 


along Delhi's tree-lined Rajpath 
avenue from the red sandstone 
Presidential Palace to the mon- 
umental arch, India Gate. 

Police marksmen eyed the 
crowd from surrounding roof- 
tops and spotter helicopiers 
droned overhead. A police spok- 
esman described security as 
unprecedented. Both Jayewar- 
dene and Rajiv have been the 
target of would-be assassins. 

The two leaders and key mini- 
sters have held talks on 
implementing the July 1987 pact 
but no concrete proposals have 
yet emerged, officials said. Both 
Jayewardene and Rajiv have 
come under fire because the 
Indian Army has not disarmed 
the liberation Tiger of Tamil 
Eeelam Guerrillas. 

Rajiv has urged Jayewardene 
to set up a provincial council in 
north and east Sri Lanka to give 
autonomy to the Tamils, who are 
a minority in the rest of the Sin- 
halese-dominated island 
Showered 

Four helicopters showered 
rose petals from a chilly blue sky 
to herald the march-past of 
armour, artillery, turbaned 
infantrymen, dashing cavalry 
and loping camel corps. 

On display for the first time 
was the Aijun main battle tank, 
modelled on ihe Soviet T-72M 
and built in India. Close behind 
came the 155 MM Howitzers 
from Bofors of Sweden. 

The heavy security followed 
police warnings last week that 
several wanted Sikh separatists 
from Punjab were in Delhi plan- 
ning attacks during the celebra- 
tions. 
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US President talks of global democratic revolution 


America strong: Reagan 


WASHINGTON, Jan 26, (AP): 
President Reagan, in a State of 
the Union address brimming 
with optimism, proclaimed an 
American economic and military 
reawakening and vowed to push 
to the end for US support of rebel 
movements in Nicaragua, Afgh- 
anistan and elsewhere. 

Seeking a fresh start with Con- 
gress, Reagan invited both 
Democratic and Republican 
leaders to the White House today 
to discuss legislative agenda. 

The President called during 
the nationally broadcast speech 
yesterday for new assistance to 
Contra rebels battling the leftist 
Sandinista government in 
Nicaragua and for USsupport of 
democracies elsewhere. 


Dismissed 


In delivering his final State of 
the Union address before step- 
ping d own next year after serving 
two full terras, Reagan sounded 
the same upbeat tone that has 
marked previous addresses. He 
talked of an “economic and 
social revolution of hope" in the 
United States and “global 
democratic revolution" around 
the world. 



He said the US is “strong, 
prosperous, at peace” and asked 
Congress to help make his final

year in office “the best of eight". 

But Democrats immediately 
dismissed much of the speech as 
irrelevant. 


“We've come to the end of an 
era,” said Senate majority leader 
Robert C. Byrd. “The ‘feel-good’ 
slogans have gone flat with 
time.” 

Plans 

Reagan promised to go ahead 
with plans to submit to Congress 
tomorrow a request for new ass- 
istance for the Nicaraguan Con- 
tra rebels, saying “the struggle 
has extra meaning because that 
nation is so near our own bor- 
ders.” 

He asked for quick Senate con- 
firmation of Supreme Court 
nominee Anthony M. Kennedy, 
sought prompt ratification of the 
US-Soviet medium-range missile 
treaty and offered a mocking 
critique of the congressional 
budget-making process that even 
brought laughs from some of the 
lawmakers. 

“Congress shouldn't send 
another one of these,” Reagan 
said, holding aloft a thick stack 
of papers he said represented 
budget bills. “And if you do, ( 
will not sign it.” 

But Democratic leaders 
declared Reagan will not be able 
to set the national agenda in his 
final year in office. 

House Speaker Jim Wright 
said Reagan has failed to do 
enough to protect Americans' 
economic interests. 


North Korea accused of terrorism 


Japan slaps sanctions 


TOKYO, Jan 26, (Reuter): 
Japan imposed sanctions against 
North Korea today, accusing 
Pyongyang of destroying a 
South Korean airliner and pledg- 
ing to help prevent any attempt 
by the North to disrupt the Seoul 
Olympics. 


Chief cabinet secretary Keizo 
Obuchi said in a statement the 
sanctions would include stricter 
control of contacts between 
Japan and North Korea, a ban 
on all flights between the two 
countries and restrictions on 
shipping and visiting North 
Korean sailors. 

Obuchi said Japan was certain 
communist North Korea was 
behind the bombing of a Korean 
Air Lines jet last November that 
killed all 1 IS people on board. 

“Japan is convinced that the 
incident was caused by organised 
terrorism from North Korea,” 


Obuchi said. 

Japan's NHK television net- 
work quoted a spokesman for the 
North Korean Foreign Ministry 
as saying: “The sanctions 
announced by the Japanese 
government slander our coun- 
try.” 

Obuchi said the sanctions 
would be maintained until after 
September's Seoul Olympics and 
then reconsidered in tight of 
North Korea's actions. 

Contacts 

Japan does not have any 
diplomatic relations with North 
Korea but the curls on contact 
would apply to meetings between 
envoys in an another country. 
There are no regular flights bet- 
ween the two countries but 
flights to and from Japan which 
included a stop in Pyongyang 
would no longer be permitted. 
Some 170 North Korean ships 


visited Japanese ports in 1 986. 

Asked what evidence Japan 
had based its decision upon. 
Obuchi said: “(The government) 
has become fully convinced that 
it was an organised act of terror- 
ism by North Korea ... by con- 
ducting an overall and prudent 
examination from every angle of 
the affair.” 


A man and a woman carrying 
fake Japanese passports left the 
plane hours before its destruc- 
tion, and the woman later confes- 
sed to having planted a bomb on 
board on the orders ofKim Jong- 
11, son of North Korean leader 
Kim Il-Sung. 

Last week, the United States 
also said it had decided North 
Korea was responsible for the 
destruction of the airliner and 
placed the Pyongyang govern- 
ment on its blacklist of terrorist 
nations.

DHAKA. Jan 26. (Reuter); Riot 
police swinging clubs clashed 
with anti-government strikers 
who shut down transport and 
commerce in Bangladesh today, 
leaving at least 100 injured, 
according to opposition leaders. 

Police said 45 people were 
arrested for trying to organise 
illegal rallies. 

The strike — the 20th in iwo 
months — was called to protect 
against police shooting in the 
southern port town of Chit- 
tagong which the opposition said 
killed 17 people and wounded 
more than 300 at a weekend rally. 

Protests 

Twenty-one opposition par- 
ties have staged strikes and 
protests since November 10 to 
force President Hossain 
Mohammad Ershad to resign. 
Ersbad, who seized power in a 
1982 coup, has refused. 

Last month he dissolved 
parliament and called fresh elec- 
tions in March which the opposi- 
tion has vowed to boycott. 

The government yesterday 
banned anti-election rallies and 
protests. 

Earlier today, hundreds of 
home-made bombs packed with 
metal fragments exploded in the 


streets of Dhaka apparently to 
scare people into staying at borne 
during the strike. 

Police said offices, banks and 
shops across. the country were 
closed and little transport 
moved. 

.Officials said government 
buses, which have operated in 
previous strikes, had to stay off 
the road because, fuel-tanker 
drivers joined the strike. 

Grocery shops in Dhaka were 
emptied because of panic buying 
last night and some grocers said 
they were unable to replenish 
stocks because of the strike. . 
f Strike 

. Dhaka police said the 12-hour 
strike passed off peacefully

World AIDS summit opens in London 


UK announces $8m grant 


LONDON. Jan 26, (AP): The 
first world summit on AIDS 
opened today with an appeal by 
Britain’s Princess Anne for inter- 
national cooperation on waging 
war against the fatal disease. 

The British government also 
announced a £4.5 million-pound 
($8. 1-million) grant for combat- 
ti ng AIDS in developing nations. 

Health ministers from 122 
countries and senior advisers 
from 28 others gathered for the 
three-day meeting at the Queen 
Elizabeth II Conference Centre 
opposite Westminster Abbey. It 
is sponsored by the World 
Health Organisation, an arm of 
the United Nations. 

Dropping her prepared text in 
favour of stronger language, the 
Queen’s daughter said: “The 
global response to AIDS has 
been characterised by series of 
delays. 

“World summits are not quick 
or easy to organise and don't 
always produce results. Please 
make this one work, Make.ihis 
summit be the forerunnmer of 


the most genuine international 
cooperation ever seen,” 
Speaking after her. WHO 
Director-General Dr Halfdan 
Mahler vowed the organisation 
“will not run away from AIDS.” 

Commitments 


He said the health ministers 
had the “responsibility for ensur- 
ing the political commitments of 
your governments as a whole in 
the fight against AIDS.” 

Mahler said that by uniting 
under WHO “courageously and 
vigorously, we will demonstrate 
that a global effort can, yes will, 
stop AIDS.” 

The Princess said educating 
people about the disease was the 
key to stopping its spread. 
“Ignorance in this case definitely 
is not bliss,” she said. 

Sbe said millions of people 
were depending on the gathered 
health officials. 

“Don’t underestimate the 
long-term effects of the virus. 
Youcan put people on themoon. 
You can eradicate smailpcot- 


You could stop polio. You could 
make a start to prevent and con- 
trol AIDS,” she said. 

About a dozen demonstrators 
gathered outride, under a thin 
drizzle, holding candles and 
demanding that AIDS victims’ 
rights be respected. 

The Geneva-based WHO said 
the summit was the largest gath- 
ering of health ministers ever 
assembled on a single issue. A 
total of 600 delegates are attend- 
ing. 

In announcing the grant for 
fighting the disease in developing 
countries, British Health' 
Secretary John Moore said 
“AIDS is no respecter of 
national boundaries and we need 
a global response to contain it” 

Dr Jonathan Mann, the 
American director of WHO’s 
special programme on AIDS, 
said s ummi t delegates would 
exchange information about 
national public-health program- 
mes and consider ways of coor- 
dinating them info a global cam- 
paign. vT? 


Gay judge 
quits after 
revelations 


LONDON, Jan 26, (Reuter): 
Britain's judiciary accepted 
the resignation of a homosex- 
ual judge after a mass-circula- 
tion newspaper printed 
explicit letters he wrote to a 
male lover which it obtained 
from an attempted black- 
mailer. 

Crown court recorder Martin 
Bowley, 51, offered to quit 
last week after failing in a 
legal action to stop the tabloid 
daily Sun from publishing the 
material. 

A stalemen t from the office of the 
Lord Chancellor, who heads 
the judicial system, said 
Bowley was told on Monday 
that his resignation had been 
accepted. 

The publication of revelations 
about Bowley’s sex life, which 
did not infringe any British 
law, angered fellow judges 
and prompted renewed calls 
for legislation to protect the 
privacy of the individual. 

Other newsapers were sharply 
critical ofThe Sun. which was 
accused by the liberal Guar- 
dian of contemptible and 
hypocritical behaviour. 

The Sun’s front page story 
headlined “Spanking judge 
quits” appeared last Wednes- 
day and contained extracts of 
letters Bowley sent to a man in 
his 20s. who was described as 
his “sex slave.”

BOGOTA, Jan 26, (Reuter): 
Colombia's Attorney General 
was found dead last night, eight 
hours after being kidnapped 
apparently by drug traffickers 
fighting extradition to the 
United States. 

The bullet-riddled corpse of 
Carlos Mauro Hoyos, handcuf- 
fed and blindfolded, was dis- 
covered on a farm near the spot 
where be was ambushed early 
Monday on his way to the airport 
in Medellin, acting Attorney 
General Ignacio Arboleda told 
reporters. 

At about the same time, lead- 
ing politician Andres Pastrana, 
kidnapped eight days ago, 
recovered his freedom when 
police surrounded the farm 
where he was held in the moun- 
tain village of El Retiro, about 32 
km south of Medellin. 

The body of Hoyos, aged 42, 
was found in the same village and 
Pastrana, candidate for mayor of 
Bogota, the Colombian capital, 
told reporters his captors, none 
of whom were arrested, had told 
him about plans to kidnap 
Hoyos. 

In a communique made public 


on Sunday setting out conditions 
for Pastrana's release, the kid- 
nappers declared “total war” 
against Colombians. . .. 

The communique was signed 
by the “extradi tables,” meaning 
those under threat of extradition, 
the same group that issued a 
communique in late November 
threatening to kin Colombian 
political leaders if alleged drug 
kingpin Jorge Luis Ochoa was 
extradited to the United States. 

Medellin, Colombia's second- 
largest city, is headquarters of 
the country's most powerful 
drug barons, believed responsi- 
ble for some 70 per cent of the 
cocaine that enters the United 
States. 

Officials had feared for 
Hoyos’ life since blood was 
found on his briefcase in his 
official car. Two of his 
bodyguards died in the shootout 
with about 10 gunmen who.used 
four vehicles, authorities said. 

Hoyos is the highest justice 
official to die at the hands of drug 
traffickers since Justice Minister 
Rodrigo Lara Boniilaa was shot 
dead on a Bogota s t r e e t in 1 984.

Drug mafia behind Karachi riots

TH E M ohajir Qaumf Movement 
(MQM) leader Altaf Hussein has 

accused the drug mafia and its 
patrons, the police and an orth- 
odox religious political party of 
ethnic violence in Karachi. 

In an exclusive interview con- 
ducted in Karachi recently, the 
MQM leader told the Arab 
Times that the influx of Afghan 
refugees into Pakistan was res- 
ponsible for the growth of drug 
and arms trade, saying the drug 
mafia wanted to turn Karachi 
into the main heroin-trafficking 
centre in Order to capture the 
international drug market. 

Backing 

He claimed the mafia has the 
full backing of beaurocracy and 
Karachi administration. 

“The successful campaign 
launched by the MQM helped 
prevent heroin from reaching 
every home in Karachi and t ha t is 
why the mafia considers the 
MQM the main hindrance in the 
drug trade,” Altaf Hussain said. 

He said the planned riots in 

mohajir-dominated areas in 
Karachi were planned by the 
mafia and an orthodox religious 


party so that the MQM could be 
responsible for ethnic riots. 

Hussein strongly denied that 

his group has anything to do with 

ethnic tension, saying the MQM 
firmly believes in non-violence 
and peaceful campaign to defend 
the legitimate rights of the 
mohajir community who 
migrated in 1947 when Pakistan 
came into being. 

“The MQM has no rivalry 
with the Punjabi, Paihan, Sindhi 
or Baluchi communities.

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Saudi Foreign Minister to visit 
Moscow for Gulf war talks 


MOSCOW, Jan 26, (UP1): The 
Soviet Union announced today 
that the Foreign Minister of 
Saudi Arabia, which does not 
have diplomatic relations, is 
coming to Moscow for an official 
visit believed centred on the Gulf 
war. 

Prince Saud Ai Faisal will 
arrive “in the nearest future,” 
Foreign Ministry spokesman 
Gennady Gerasimov said. An 
Arab diplomat said the visit was 
expected by the end of this week. 

The visit comes as the Soviet 
Union is calling for the UN 
Security Council to convene a 
meeting of foreign ministers to 
help organise the Middle East 
peace conference that has long 
been sought by the Kremlin. 

“We intend to intensify con- 
sultations and set out looking for 
practical ways to defuse (he 
problems that hamper the con- 


vocations of the international 
conference/* Deputy Foreign 
Minister Vladimir Petrovsky 
said of the Soviet call for Middle 
East talks. 

Dominate 

Gerasimov, speaking at the 
same news conference, did not 
identify the subjects to be discus- 
sed in the Saudi visit but said the 
prince would meet both 
President Andrei Gromyko and 
Foreign Minister Eduard 
Shevardnadze. 

The Soviet desire for a Middle 
East peace conference, which 
would mark its return to a central 
role in peace talks, was certain to 
be an agenda item during the 
Saudi visit. 

However, a senior Arab 
source said the Gulf war would 
dominate the meetings, although 
other subjects such as the Middle 
East conference or economic 


interests of the world’s two big- 
gest oil producers might also be 
discussed. 

Although Saudi Arabia and 
the Soviet Union do not have 
diplomatic relations, contacts 
between the two countries have 
been increasing steadily in the 
past couple of years. 

Arab sources said the Saudi 
Foreign Minister was bypassing 
the lack of diplomatic relations 
this time by coming as the 
representative of the Gulf 
Cooperation Council, which 
groups all the Arab stales along 
the Gulf. 

Gerasimov said he was coming 
as “a guest of the Soviet govern- 
ment,” but said the initiative for 
the visit had come from the Saudi 
side. 

Prince Saud was in Moscow 
last year as part of an Arab 
League delegation discussing the 


Kuwait renews support 
for Palestinian struggle 


KUWAIT yesterday renewed 
total support for the Palestinian 
struggle against Israeli occupa- 
tion forces in Palestine, and 
emphasised that the uprising has 
consolidated the Palestinian and 
Arab cause in international 
forums. 

State Minister for Cabinet 
Affairs Rashed Abdul Aziz AI 
Rashed said the upheaval in 
occupied Palestine, which is clos- 
ing its second month soon, has 
sent shudders among the Israelis. 

“We Arabs have moral duty to 
support our brethren by provid- 
ing their needs," the Kuwaiti 
cabinet spokesman said during a 
meeting with a Jordanian 
student delegation Monday 
night. 


AI Rashed cautioned against 
using Lhe rising mass demonstra- 
tions in occupied Palestine for 
personal or factional interests, 
saying this could undermine the 
struggle. 

He pointed out that the Israeli 
entity was living through its most 
difficult time, and argued that 
the flare-up in anti-occupation 
activities would definitely force a 
drop in Jewish immigration to 
Palestine. 

Ai Rashed suggested that 
Arabs should sink differences 
and work hand in hand to 
achieve fair and lasting solutions 
to their causes at the UN par- 
ticularly the Palestinian 
problem. 

Hailing the outcome of the 


extraordinary Arab summit in 
Amman last November, the 
Kuwaiti official said it had 
opened a new door for sincere 
Arab cooperation, the first step 
towards Arab solidarity. 

The state minister pointed out 
that Kuwait had initiated con- 
tacts with all world capitals that 
could help enforce LIN Security 
Council resolution 598 ordering 
a comprehensive solution to the 
lran-lraq war.

CASE CELEBRE is an adap- 
tion of Terence Ratiigan's 
stage* play of the same name, 
andteus a true story of a mur- 
der which caused a media sen- 
sation in-1935. It isa disturbing 
story.and asks the viewer to re- 
examine his own beliefs and 
prejudices. 

Mrs: Rattenbury employs a 
boy of 18 — who looks a good 
deal older, to assist her maid, 
and before very long the two are 
having an affair. Mr Ratten- 
bury is significantly older than 
his young wife, superbly played 
by- Helen- Mirren, ana con- 
dones, even encourages and 
expects the pair’s adultery. 

Then bne night he is brutally 
clubbed to death, and Mrs Rat- 
tenbury promptly makes a 


statement that she did it with 
the mallet that Bowman, her 
youthful lover played by David 
Morrisey, borrowed from his 
father that afternoon. She 
clings to the story in all its 
inadequacy and obvious inac- 
curacy. and only relents and 
tells the truth in court after 
being presented with her oldest 
son, who clearly needs her at 
home, and not hanged. 

Much of the story b set in 
court, where the media sensa- 
tion and scandalous aspects of 
the case are shown to over- 
shadow the issue of murder. We 
have seen that Bowman is in 
fact the strongest of the two 
lovers, and that he is prone to 
jealous and homicidal scenes, 
and his hands readily encircle 
her throat at the least sign of her 


failure to comply with his 
wishes. “You promised me I 
would'! have any of your horri- 
ble rows if I came away with 
you." she tells him at one stage. 

For his part he has been 
horribly jealous of her hus- 
band. despite the fact that the 
old- man, played by Harry 
Andres, can no longer sleep 
upstairs as he can’t cope with 
the stairs. His defence m court 
is that he was crazed on cocaine 
— though he is not put in the 
witness box because it would 
take such a short time to break 
that story — he thinks that 
cocaine is brown with 'black 
specks. This cocaine addiction 
is also blamed on Mrs Ratten- 
bury. 

The jury are directed to put 
aside their revulsion, and to 


concentrate instead on the issue 
of who killed Mr Rattenbury. 
This they do. Mrs Rattenbury 
is released, and Bowman is sen- 
tenced to hang. 

The newspapers promptly 
have a field day, showing that 
sensationalism in the press is 
nothing new. We are shown the 
headlines; “Public Outcry at 
Verdict,” “Moral Comrotion 
of Mere Boy,” “Less Guilty 
Boy to Hang” and “Bowman 
dominated by Mrs Ratten- 
bury.” 

The story ends with her walk- 
ing along a river bank. “If only I 
thought it would help Bowman 
l would slay on, but its been 
pointed out to roe all too vividly 
I can’t help him. All the news- 
papers said it was I who should 
be hanged, not him.” 


In the public mind her crime 
of adultery, with a boy some 1 5 
years younger than her, was far 
more significant than the crime 
of murder. Her counsel tells her 
that the crowds who wait out- 
ride the court are fools who 
loathe her with the intense 
haired of envy and fear. Never- 
theless, the public vinification 
isn’tmadeany the easier to bear 
by that explanation, and she 
kills herself. Shortly afterwards 
Bowman’s sentence is reduced 
to life imprisonment. 

It’s an interesting but very 
sad story of public attitudes, 
and is beautifully and sen- 
sitively presented. The sad 
thing is that the attitudes that 
the story highlights and con- 
demns are just as strong and 
just as powerful today. 


Detectives caught off guard

ONE of the best action 
comedies I’ve seen for a long 
time is Stakeout, starring 
Richard Dreyfuss and Emilio 
Estevez as two Seattle detec- 
tives detailed to spend two 
weeks watching an apartment.

manages to alienate all of his 
friends with a few hours and 
fails in sports as well as sex.

Mine threat in Gulf 
yet to be over

MANAMA, Bahrain, (AP): As 
several foreign navies consider 
reducing their mine-sweeping 
forces in the Gulf, critics warn 
that a cutback could leave the 
waterway vulnerable to Iranian 
mines again. 

Some oflldals have said they 
fear that Tehran has refrained 
from laying mines recently in the 
hope that it will pressure the 
Europeans and perhaps even the 
Americans to scale down their 
costly naval commitments. 

In recent days, Britain, Italy, 
Belgium and the Netherlands 
were reported to be preparing to 
withdraw some of the mine hun- 
ters dispatched to the Gulf after 
the US-fiag supertanker Brid- 
geton hit a mine last July 24 while 
sailing in a US Navy convoy. 

The reported cutback, amoun- 
ting to about 18 per cent of the 
40-odd foreign warships in the 
Gulf, would leave the United 
States with the largest mine 
counter-measures force in the 
waterway. 

Optimism 

Even that would be reduced if 
the Pentagon goes through with 
expected plans to pull out the 
1 1 ,000-ton helicopter carrier 
Okinawa with its four RH-S3D 
Sea Stallion mine-sweeper 
helicopters. 

Since the international effort 
began, about 60 mines have been 
found in and near the Gulf. The 
Americans found half — 15 in 
the so-called Farsi channel where 
the Bridgeton was hit, nine 
aboard the captured Iranian 
□line layer Iran Ajr, and six more 
in the waters where that vessel 
was seized Sept 21. 

Britain said it found 10 mines 
and the French nine, but some of 
those were in coastal waters out- 
side the Gulf. No other Western 
navies found any. The Soviets 
reportedly, have found at least 
one. 

As if to underscore official 
optimism that the mine threat 
has subsided, all six of the US 
ocean mine sweepers were 
anchored at Bahrain on one 
recent day. But some officers 
warn against complacency. 

“It would be foolish to suggest 
the mine threat is over,” said a 
US mine warfare officer. 

The Okinawa's departure is 
expected to result from a review 
of the American forces makeup 
by new Defence Secretary Frank 
Cariucd. based on his visit to the 
Gulf in early January. 

Carlucci must decide whether 
pulling out the carrier and its 
helicopters would subject the 
Navy convoys of reflagged tank- 
ers to a renewed mine threat. 

The Sea Stallions have served 


> as mine hunters ahead of US con- 
voys, finding none — a result 
that does not justify the cost, 
some critics say. 

“The helicopters are only a 
band-aid. with no sustained 
capability, and no good against 
modem mines,” says retired 
Rear Adm. Eugene Carroll, 
deputy director of the Centre for 
Defence Information, a Washin- 
gton-based group that regularly 
assails Pentagon policies. 

Helicopter advocates concede 
their limitations but say the 
failure to find min es may simply 
mean their presence discouraged 
seeding. 

The Sea Stallions’ departure 
would leave the Unitea States 
with six wooden-hulled ocean 
mine sweepers. The Navy was 
derided for towing the creaky, 
Korean war-vintage craft on a 
21/2 month journey to the Gulf, 
but they vindicated themselves 
by finding more mines than any 
navy using more modern vessels. 

Overall, that performance and 
the Iran Ajr capture has enabled 
the navy to salvage some of the 
reputation besmirched by the 
Bridgeton fiasco. 

US mine warfare officers, who 
are mapping the Gulf floor with 
sonar, take a cautious view of 
their suocess, saying the problem 
is “under control”. 

A note of caution also came 
from CapL Bob Money, com- 
mander of the British frigate 
Scylla, who said recently that 
although “known minefields” 
have been cleared, “we can't send 
them (the mine hunters) home as 
it would take six weeks to bring 
them back if the threat reap- 
peared.” 

The Times of London repor- 
ted, meanwhile, that Britain, the

Agreed 

Diplomatic sources said the 
three countries' defence mini- 
sters agreed to the plan in a Lon- 
don meeting, but there has been 
no official confirmation. 

The Times said the cutback 
was acceptable because the 
southern Gulf was “clear of 
mines," and called the integrated 
command a “logical” spinoff of 
the present arrangement, under 
which the Belgian and Dutch 
have operated under joint com- 
mand. protected by the Royal 
Navy. 

Italian Defence Minister 
Valerio Zanone told Parliament 
on Jan 13 that Italy would with- 
draw one of its three mine hun- 
ters and the support ship Anteo, 
probably by early February.

Saga of academics 
held hostage 


BEIRUT, (Reuter): Four 

foreign academics, three 

Amen cans and an Indian, com- 
pleted their first bleak year as 
hostages yesterday with no pros- 
pect of release in sight. 

“Don't worTy. This is only a 
show,” said Professor Robert 
Polhill a year ago as gunmen pos- 
ing as policemen dragged him 
and three colleagues away. Their 
wives looked on in horror. 

The four from Beirut Univer- 
sity College (BUC) fell victim to 
an elaborate kidnap plot. A year 
later they are still held, with no 
sign of their early release. 

The abduction of Alann Steen, 
Robert Polhill, Jesse Turner and 
Indian Mithileshwar Singh was 
the most daring act of its kind in 
four years of kidnapping in law- 
less West Beirut ana prompted 
President Reagan to order 
Americans out of Lebanon. 

Their wives have remained in 
Beirut, sharing the ordeal. 

Four clean-shaven men dres- 
sed as policemen and carrying 
US-made M-1 6 rifles had arrived 
at the BUC campus at noon to 
discuss better security arran- 
gements for the academics. 

After nightfall they returned 
and met the four men and their 
wives. Minutes later they forced 


the academics at gunpoint, into a 
waiting van as the wives burst 
into tears, according to an 
account by a BUC security 
guard. 

The four are among 24 foreig- 
ners missing in Lebanon, most 
believed kidnapped by Muslim 
radicals seeking changes to Wes- 
tern policies in the Middle East. 

The abduction of the BUC 
four was claimed by the under- 
ground Islamic Jihad for the 
Liberation of Palestine (IJLP). 

Although mystery shrouds the 
identity of the group, a senior 
Muslim security source said the 
kidnappers were members of the 
Iranian-backed Hezbollah, 
using a convenient cover for 
political reason. 

Hezbollah has repeatedly den- 
ied the charge. 

The kidnappers demanded the 
release of 400 Arab prisoners 
held in Israel in exchange for the 
men's freedom but the Jewish 
stale has rejected the idea. 

“The fate of the Tour became 
part of the hostage saga in 
Lebanon and not only for the 
exchange of prisoners. The 
exchange deal is only a justifica- 
tion that the captors use to suit 
their political aims,” the security 
source said.

BLACKPOOL. England, (Reu- 
ter): Britain's Liberals, in an 
overwhelming show of support 
that surprised their leaders, have 
agreed to a political marriage 
designed to forge a powerful new 
centrist union. 

By a vote of more than five to 
one, 2,500 delegates at the big- 
gest assembly in Liberal Party 
history on Saturday overwhel- 
mingly backed a merger with the 
small opposition Social 
Democratic Parly (SDP). 

It is a wedding that David 
Steel, frustrated alter 12 years of 
political impotence as Liberal 
leader, had set his heart on. But 
even be was staggered by the out- 
come. 

“We didn’t expect anything as 
enormous as that,'' he declared 
after the vote easily, exceeded the 
two-thirds majority required for 
merger to go ahead. 

With the last step of a postal 
ballot of all 90,000 Liberal mem- 
bers on the issue now regarded as 
a formality, the spotlight swit- 
ches to tfie SDP and their own 
special merger assembly in Shef- 
field next weekend. 

Split 

They also are expected to say 
“I do” to the marriage and a new 
party with the odd and cumber- 
some name of Social and Liberal 
Democrats is due to be born 
within the next three months. 

But the merger issue, forced by 


Steel after the two parties were 
routed in general elections last 
year, split the SDP and abrcak- 
away wing led by former leader 
David Owenrejects the union. - 

The strength and unity of -the 
two parties at the right (SDP) 
and left (Liberal) of the political ' 
centre must also.be in question. . 

They are wide apart on such 
issues as nuclear defence, and a 
Liberal revolt over an abortive 
policy document produced by 
Steel and new SDP leader Robert 
MacLennan 10 days ago, which 
.was Condemned as -neo-con-, 
servative, almost wrecked six 
painful months of merger 
negotiations. 

Hope 

With Owen taking two other 
SDP members of Parliament 
with him, the new party will be 
able to count only 19 seats in the 
650-member House of Com- 
mons, 17 of them belonging to 
Liberals.

Britain’s cradle-to-grave health service sick

LONDON, (UPI): Nurses are 
striking for the first time in 
Britain’s history. A four-year- 
old boy waits months for hole-in- 
th e-heart surgery. The number of 
hospital beds drops while the 
waiting list to use them soars. 

After 40 years, Britain's “cra- 
dle-to-grave” National Health 
Service, once the jewel in the 
crown of UK socialism, is in a 
major crisis. It could pose the 
biggest political headache yet for 
Prime Minister Margaret That- 
cher. 

1 Money to fuel the NHS is run- 
ning out — and reneging on the 
guarantee ‘ of . life King free 
medical care that most Britons 
take for granted is a sure-fire way 
to raise the hackles of voters who 
put governments in power, and 
remove them. 

The N HS, which began life as a 
Labour party dream on July 5, 
1948, with a budget of £1.75 
billion ($3.19 billion at today’s 
rate), today is a nightmare of cost 
overruns despite the whopping 
£29 billion (S52.8 billion) it takes 
to operate. 

Transfusion 

The Conservative government 
has just given the NHS a £102 
million ($186 million) trans- 
fusion to keep it alive until the 
next budget, in March. There are 
serious doubts it is anywhere 
near enough. 

Dr Tony Smith, deputy editor 
of the British Medical Journal, 
dismisses it as “nothing like large 
enough” to stave off budget 
deficits. Neil Kinnock, leader of 


the opposition Labour Party, 
says more than 10 times that 
much is needed to enable the 
NHS just to cope. 

The human dimensions to the 
crisis are perhaps more telling. 

• Matthew Collier, 4, has 
wailed since last September for a 
life-saving operation to repair a 
hole in his heart. The reason: a 
shortage of intensive care staff, 
including nurses, at Birmingh- 
am's children's hospital. 

• British nurses, for the first 
time, have staged walkouts to 
protest what they say are plan- 
ned cuts in the extra pay they 
earned for working “unsocial” 
hours." It started in Manchester. 
Nurses in.London are threating 
-to fohow- '.‘v. 

• Other nurses, fed up with long 
hours and low pay, are migrating 
to richer grounds. One advert- 
isement drew 500 applicants for 
nursingjobs in Australia. Others 
are off to the United States, 
where the pay is double for less 
work. 

• According to Labour party 
figures undisputed by the Con- 
servatives, 687,000 would-be 
surgery patients are waiting, 
some for more than a year, for 
about 128,000 available hospital 
beds, a drop of about 19,000 in 
the number of beds in the last 
eight years. 

• From John Branczik, general 
manager of London's West Mid- 
dlesex Hospital, running short of 
beds and staff: “The only way 
you can get in here is if you are 
nearly dying, and you are aboard 
a blue-flashing (emergency) 
ambulance.” 

• From an unprecedented news- 


paper advertisement taken out 
by 296 of the 310 general prac- 
titioners in Oxfordshire, west of 
London: cuts in funds for chest, 
surgical and geriatrics wards in 
the country's hospitals “very 
probably hasten death in some 
patients.” 

Finest 

Yet Britain's health service is 
still considered one of the finest 
in the world, and statistics con- 
tradict the honor stories. Eight 
hospital beds for every 1,000 peo- 
ple compared with six in the 
United States: 85 nurses for every 
10,000 Britons to 50 in America. 

Oddly enough, it seems the 
NHS's success threatens to be its 
own undoing. It is keeping more 
Britons alive longer, resulting in 
an ageing society that needs more 
money than ever to tend its 
needs. 

None of the NHS's founders 
ever dreamed of the miraculous 
strides forward — and the atten- 
dant costs — in medical science 
in the next four decades. Hip 
replacements were undreamed of 
in 1948. In Britain today, there 
are 40,000 such operations per 
year, at an average of $3,200 
($5,824) each. 

The result is that not even 
Thatcher's 30 per cent increase in 
spending on the NHS in her eight 
years in office — well above infla- 
tion figures — has stemmed the 
erosion that today finds 100 or 
the country's 192 health districts 
poised on a financial scalpel. 

To balance their budgets, 
many have cut nursing staff and 
wards. At Maidstone Hospital 
southeast of London, for exam- 
ple, a splendidly equipped 28-

Time to bring down the Berlin Wall

WEST BERLIN: How much 
longer must Berlin wait? Will the 
spirit of glasnost finally bring 
down the wall? 

Berlin's long wait began way 
back in 1 961 , in an atmosphere of 
incredible tension that 1 and 
other reporters had found almost 
too intense to describe. 

West Berliners sat at sidewalk 
cafes downtown, chatting amia- 
bly but without gaiety. Genuine 
relaxation seemed impossible 
because of the newly constructed 
wall, which stood just a few miles 
away. 

I especially remember a warm 
day in October. 

The night before, an East 
Berliner had tried to get beyond 
the wall. Police chased him from 
rooftop to rooftop, but he rea- 
ched a drainpipe on a building 
fronting on West Berlin. 

West Beilin police fired across 
the wall, hoping to give the 
young man opportunity to climb 
down to the sidewalk on their 
side of the wall and to the 
freedom he had shouted for. But 
he lost hi$ grip and fell to the 
sidewalk. He died instantly. 

On the spot that autumn after- 
noon lay wreaths, placed there by 
some of the West Berliners who 
stood in the large, quiet crowds 
lining the sidewalk and the other 
streets that bordered the walL 

Twice before their vigil had 
been broken. That had come 
earlier in the day, when the East 
Berlin police had fired across the 
wall. 

The police bullets had done no 
damage. But what would be 
next? The crowd didn't know, so 
it waited. Here was the East- 
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West confrontation in a single 
frightening capsule. 

Rows and rows of red flags 
and the flags of the German 
Democratic Republic waved 
overhead. The wall below was a 
crude structure hurriedly con- 
structed of used brick, but sturdy 
and topped with barbed wire and 
jagged, wicked-looking hunks of 
broken glass. 

Above the wall, caps of the 
East Berlin police standingguard 
were everwhere evident. Here 
and there a guard in bright green 
uniform showed himself - always 
with al least two comrades, their 
grimness in contrast to the out- 
ward ease of the gray-uniformed 
West Berlin police standing 
across the street From them, smil- 
ing as they chatted with the 
curious. 

At one spot. East Berlin work- 
men were heightening Lhe wall. 


placidly gazing now and then at 
the intently staring West Berlin- 
ers. Anattractive West Berlin girl 
sauntered to within a few feet of 
the spot and casually pointed her 
camera into the face of a guard 
peering over. For what must 
have been the thousandth time, 
he allowed his photo to be taken. 
Then. for just a moment, the 
crisis was forgotten. 

Other guards popped up to 
catch a glimpse of the girl, and 
one bantered with her sugges- 
tively. A nervous titter started 
through the crowd, but no one 
laughed out loud. There was a 
feeling of embarrassment. The 
litter died away quickly and 
nerves were once more drawn 
taut. A West Berliner shouted 
insults at the guards. His dog 
barked at them. 

Then it was quiet ag3in. except 


for the occasional roar of 
military jeeps as they sped 
through the western sector, con- 
stantly patrolling the wall. 
Behind them raced press cars, 
filled with reporters. 

On some street comers. West 
Berliners stood on ladders, peer- 
ing across and above the wall 
through binoculars, waving at 
East Berliners in far-.-T build- 
ings. In the upper floors of build- 
ings on each side, people leaned 
from windows, peering over the 
wail with great curiosity. 

In both sides, the buildings 
mirrored desolation: most 
showed heavy scars from the 
bombsofWorld War II, and near 
them were piles of rubble. 

Difference 

!n West, however, there were 
some new apartment houses, and 
laden fruit stands and bright 
shops beckoning to easterners, 
and a feeling it would take more 
than a brick wall to divide the 
725-year-old cily. 

But there was a great dif- 
ference, far beyond shops, build- 
ings. and the attitude of police. 
Whatever else was felt on the 
western side of the wall, it was not 
the helplessness and desolation 
that hovpred on the other side. 

Just beyond the wall in East 
Berlin stood, a church, with a 
figure of Christ beckoning. But 
close by the church stood armed 
guards, there to keep people 
from such a simple act as crossing 
from one side of a street to 
another. 

Much has changed in the quar- 
ter-century since Chat autumn 
day in Berlin. Yet much has not 
changed. The wall remains. And 
the guards in bright green 
.uniforms.

lender. 

Member of Parliament Sir 
Rhodes Boyson, a former Con- 
servative minister and one of 
Thatcher’s staunchest suppor- 
ters, goes even further and 
proposes every Briton be 
required to take out private 
medical insurance. 

To ease some of the sting.

GELDROP, Netherlands, 
(Reuter): “Polly want a 
cxackeiT* is the best human 
offer parrots might get in many 
places. 

But in the welfare-conscious 
Netherlands, the birds are 
treated to vitamin-rich diets, 
showers and even matchmak- 
ing services at a unique shelter 
for battered and lonely parrots. 

Tucked away in the loft of a 
furniture workshop, the Neth- 
erlands parrot shelter in the 
southern Dutch village of Gel- 
drop is the creation of Tony 
van Meegen, a carpenter and 
former bird merchant. 

“I saw how blind and crip- 
pled parrots were often killed 
by their owners because they 
were not valuable. Others 
Weren't well treated. Some- 
thing had to be done about it," 
said Van Meegen, 35. 

Opened last year as a non- 
profit foundation, the centre 
honses-about 160 parrots in 
large cages. Van Meegen says it 
is dtt only shelter of its kind in 
-Europe. There are an estimated 
200,000 parrots in the Neth- 
erlands/ 

.Most of the birds in the shel- 
ter are-, brought, in by owners 
unahle.io -tolerate the caco- 
phonous shrieks of the average 
parrot. . .

floor with his cage by an owner 
who just couldn’t take the noise 
any more,’ said Van Meegen, 
pointing to a white cockatoo 
newcomer. 

Some birds have arrived 
after plucking their own feath- 
ers out — a sign of extreme 
anxiety and loneliness for a 
mate, Van Meegen said. 

Others are blind from 
vitamin-poor diets, a few have 
lost their claws from over- 
exposure to cold. 

Some were brought by age- 
ing owners who feared. their 
-pels would outlive them and be 
neglected — an understandable 
concern since parrots can live 
to be 70. 

The birds are inspected by a 
veterinarian on arrival and 


remain in quarantine for a few 
days before bang place d in 
large cages to socialise with 
others of their ilk. 

That’s when, with a bit of 
luck, the romances begin. 

“Parrots are very social 
animals. They find a mate and 
stay together for the rest of their 
lives," Van Meegen said. 

“Sometimes they choose a 
mate of the same sex. I don’t 
mind, as long as they are 
happy" he added. 

When the birds start to pair 
off, often within two weeks, 
Van Meegen moves them to a 
private cage together. 

Every few days, the ceiling 
sprinkler system is Lurned on to 
give them a shower. 

Along with half a dozen 


other volunteers. he makes sure 
the birds gel a wide variety of 
seeds for food. 

Van Meegen hopes to raise 
enough funds some day to open 
an outdoor park, with cold- 
weather rooms, for the birds. 

He also hopes to provide a 
quarantine centre for customs 
authorities who seize illegal 
shipments of parrots coming 
into the Netherlands. 

In the meantime, he must 
contend with angry bird mer- 
chants who view the shelter as a 
threat to their business 
Parrots are worth between 
$200 and 51 ,500 a piece. Some 
traders say the centre, which 
does not sell birds, is taking 
valuable parrots off the 
market. Van Meegen said.

A famous expert once gave a 
course for intermediate bridge play- 
ers. At his first class, he opened the 
proceedings by remarking: “Not ev- 
ery four no trump bid is Black- 
wood!”

Today’s hand is a case where four 
no trump is a natural bid. Since 
South was prepared to play three no 
trump, his bid over four clubs was 
natural, saying he thought he could 
make 10 tricks. 

South was our good friend and 
sometime partner, French interna- 
tionalist Christian Mari. His oppo-

nent knew him well, and had infinite 
faith in his honesty. West reckoned 
that if Mari thought he could make 
four no trump with a club or a spade 
lead, there was no reason to doubt 
him. In this analysis. West was re- 
markably prescient. With a spade 
lead, declarer would have made 1 2 
tricks as the cards lie; a club lead 
would have held him to 10 — it 
would have been too risky to win the 
club in dummy and lead a spade, 
since the defenders might have been 
able to collect three heart tricks in 
addition to the ace of spades. 

South’s jump to three no trump 
suggested a long running suit, and it 
had to be diamonds. That left an 
obvious opening lead — the ace of 
hearts! 

The rest was easy, with East play- 
ing his part by signalling with the 
seven of beans to ask for a spade 
switch. A spade to the ace and the 
king-jack of hearts concluded a 
well-reasoned defense and gained a 
top score for East- West.

Former pop star now in the big league 


Cher achieves stardom by doing it her way

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Cher is Kathleen Riley, a public defender who represents a man 
accused of murder. 


IT has taken a long time but 
Cher is finally respectable. 

At 41, an age when many 
Hollywood actresses have one 
foot in the plastic-surgeon's 
office and the other in the 
unemployment line, she has 
made three movies back-to- 
back and has ascended to that 
rarified list of performers 
offered first crack at any scripL 

With Jessica Lange, Jane 
Fonda. Sally Field, Meryl 
Streep and Barbara Streisand, 
Cher is now in the big league. 

If there was any d oubl — and 
there was — that Cher is a top- 
notch actress, she has dispelled 
it as Kathleen Riley in the 
romantic thriller Suspect. She 
plays an overworked, burned- 
out attorney forced to defend a 
transient accused of murdering 
a Washington secretary. 

Sure there have been other 
successful roles — the ditzy 
waitress in the 1982 Broadway 
production Come Back to the 5 
& Dime, Jimmy Dean, Jimmy 
Dean; Meryl Streep's lesbian 
roommate in Silk wood (for 
which she received an Oscar 
nomination in 1983): Rusty, a 
drug-addict mother, in Mask 
(1985): and the eccentric sculp- 
turess opposite Jack Nicholson 
in The Witches of Eastwick 
( 1987 ). 

However, those characters 
were so far out on the edge of 
society that they seemed almost 


another species. Riley, on the 
other hand, is part of the fabric 
of society, a public defender in 
Washington, D.C., a woman 
who went to a reputable univer- 
sity, a superior law school, a 
woman who wear suits. Cher 
plays her so convincingly that 
you never doubt her for a 
moment. 


Mainstream 


Cher says that entering the 
mainstream did not come 
naturally. “1 was intimidated 
by the role in ‘Suspect' when 1 
first read it," she says. “I liked 
Lhe script but I know nothing 
about law.

I’d never seen people 
work that hard. The job took 
up their lives. They were an 
inspiration to me.” 

Cher insisted on removing 
the film's only love scene 
opposite Dennis Quaid, who 
plays a Washington lobbyist 
called to jury duty. 

“1 felt It was inappropriate,” 
she says. “It didn't seem right

Basinger hits it off with Nadine

"WH EN 1 was a kid at school,” 
says Kim Basinger, “my tea- 
chers asked me to stand up and 
tell them what 1 wanted to be 
when 1 grew up. 

“I said 1 was going to be the 
biggest star — the best actress in 
the world," she says, flashing a 
smile. “And everyone 
laughed.” 

Today no one is laughing. At 
33. the former fashion model 
who in a few short years has 
.starred opposite some of Holl- 


ywood's top actors — Burt 
Reynolds. Robert Redford, 
Charlton Heston, Sean Con- 
nery. ' Mickey Rourke.-' Sam 
Shepard, Bruce Willis. Richard 
Gere — has finally hit it big. She 
plays a sexy, savvy Texan in the 
title role of Oscar-winning 
writer/director Robert Benton's 
delightful comedy caper 
Nadine. 

“Kim Basinger emerges from 
this film like a brainy Marilyn 
Monroe." said one reviewer. 
Noted another “The kind of 
movie that Hollywood used to 
live by. . . . Kim Basinger plays 
Nadine with a blend of (ire and 
humour — it's the performance 
of a star.” 

It is a performance long over- 
due and one that may cam 
Basinger an Oscar nomination. 
The (ilm is set in dusty, dreary 
Austin. Texas, in 1954. Nadine 
Hightower dreams of belter 
days as she toils in the Alamo 
Beauty Parlour, barely scraping 
out a S20-a-week living as a 
manicurist. Estranged husband 
Vernon Hightower (Jeff Brid- 
ges) dreams of new ways to keep 
his bar from going bankrupt. 
The fun begins when Nadine 
witnesses a murder and enlists 
Vernon to help her recover 
some “art" pictures the 
deceased had taken of her that 
she wants back. 

The picture works because of 
the funny, taut script, rhe ncar- 
pcrfcct performances, 

especially* t'rom Basinger, and 
the direction of Benton, who 
also made Kramer vs Kramer 
(1979) and Places in the Heart 


(1984). 

“Wien I began writing the 
story,” says Benton, “I posted a 
picture of Jeff Bridges above my 
typewriter. I didn't have a pic- 
ture of Nadine. I knew she had 
to be very beautiful. But from 
the moment we met for the 
audition I swear there was no 
one else who could do this. 
There’s a huge part of Nadine 
that is real Kim Basinger. The 
only other time that happened 
was when I was casting 
"Kramer' and Meryl Streep 
walked in the door. Dustin Hof- 
fman and I looked at each other 
and said, ‘“This is Joanna 
Kramer.’ ” 

Even V Basinger fell the 
chemistry was right. 

“When I first met Benton I 
didn’t know if this man was for 
n-jil — co kind pnd forthright." 


she says. “I just told him right 
then and there: Tli do anything 
for you.’ The thing I love most 
about Nadine is that she's not 
afraid to live out loud. She’s 100 
per cent real — she's got a big, 
nig heart and she's also a 
beautiful conniver. Frankly, 
we’re very much alike. I’ve 
never seen such a great gal. 
She's the kind of girl you could 
drink with all night, and you 
can learn more from this one 
woman than you could ever 
learn from any of the Seven 
Sister schools." 

“Vernon and Nadine are like 
two peas in a pod,” says Brid- 
ges. . "they're s.o much alike. 
You've got two people who are 
so similar and so stubborn, yet 
they are very much in love." 

Since the Georgia-bred 
Basinger switched from the 


highly paid field of Manhattan 
modelling to the big screen she 


has struggled to find the right 
part, although there has been 


part, although there has been 
no shortage of roles. 

After five years as a cover girl 
she drove cross-country to Los 


Angeles and quickly landed the 
lead in the TV movie Centerfold 
(1978) and in the miniseries 
From Here to Eternity ( 1 979). 

Her first film was Hard Conn- 
Cry ( 1 98 1) opposite Jan-Michael 
Vincent, which was followed by 
Mother Lode ( 1 982) with Charl- 
ton Heston. Her dazzling 
beauty was spectacularly dis- 
played as Sean Connery's lady , 
in Never Say Never Again | 
(1983); as the wealthy Houston 1 j 
nymphomaniac in The Man ] 
Who Loved Women (198?) with i 
Burt Reynolds: as the temptress 
opposite Robert Redford in The 
Natural (1984); as Mickey 
Rourke's obsessive sexual part- 
ner in lhe controversial 9 \*i 
Weeks (1986); and as Bruce 
Willis' boozy dinner partner in 
the comedy Blind Date ( 1 987). 

Basinger says she was disap- 
pointed with the reaction to 9' A 
Weeks in the United Slates, 
although the movie became a 
hit around the world. She still 
receives letters from women 
who admired the story's no- 
nonsense approach to female 
sexuality. 

Problems 

The movie ran into censor 
problems in the United. States 
because of her sizzling love 
scenes with Rourke. Before the 
movie could be released it had 
to be rc-cdilcd and some 
footage deleted. The reviews 
were scathing and the picture 
did poorly in the United Slates, 
although it has had a healthy 
life on the video circuit. 

“It left me a wreck, emotion- 
ally and physically." says Basin- 
ger. “During shooting, we had 
our days of ego problems and 
ups and downs. But no one ever 
saw the real movie. There are 
four or five pirated versions. I 
have eight hours — I hear there 
are 12 hours." 

Shooting Nadine couldnt 
have been more different, she 
says.

FAMILY DOCTOR CONTACT SPORTS CAN LEAD

TO SERIOUS INJURY 


QUESTION: l‘m a big fan of high school 
football, t My son’s lhe quarterback.) 1 think 
the doctors throw kids out of the game loo 
quickly. What you think? Are there, any 
medical association rules involved in these 
decisions? 

ANSWER: While there is no set of rules, 
there is a set of guidelines that will help keep 
your son and his teammates out of serious 
danger when they are injured on lhe field. In 
any contact sport, particularly football, 
there is a potential for significant injury. 
Many of the usual injuries are orthopedic in 
nature, but there is also a real risk of serious 
injuries to the larynx, abdomen, eyes and 
teeth. The doctors who monitor games must 
be fully [rained in field-side medicine and 
have the ultimate responsibility for the well- 
being of the athletes. A player should be 
eliminated from competition for the day if 
any of the following things happen; 

1 . Unconsciousness, no mailer how short 
a period of time. 

2. Head trauma thaL results in more than 
10 seconds of dazed or inappropriate res- 
ponses. 

3. Any complaint of numbness or tin- 


gling. 

4. Obvious swelling, with the rare excep- 
tion when it is only fingers that are affected. 

5. Impaired range of motion, pain within 
the normal range of motion, or decreased 
strength through the normal range of 
motion. 

6. Bleeding, other than minor cuts and 
scrapes. 

The sportsdocior also should disqualify a 
player if he or she suffers an injuiy* that 
Ginnol be immediately diagnosed, or ifthere 
is obvious loss of a function, such as sight, 
the ability to move an arm. etc. If an athlete 
requires help gelling off lhe field, he or she 
should certainly not be allowed back on. 

And. naturally, no matter what the coach 
says, or how valuable the player is to the 
team, if an athlete complains of an injury or 
inability to participate, the player should be 
disqualified. While you may think the doc- 
tors are being overly cautious, and maybe 
some are. there are rare instances every so 
often in which football players die of injuries 
sulTcrcd during the game. I know it can be 
very disappointing for both the player and 
the fans when an athlete is thrown olf the 


field for what appears to be a minor injury, 
but I say it’s belter to play it safe. 

ACROSS MY DESK: Despite the 
influence of religion and mortality, laws and 
social pressure, the most effective force on 
the sexual experiences of the unmarried may 
well be the fear of disease. In the Abbott 
Report, sponsored by Abbott Laboratories, 
80 per cent of the singles interviewed 
declared a fear of becoming infected by a 
sexually transmitted disease.

Cher would be the first to 
admit that she didn't make it 
easy for people in the industry. 
She presented an Oscar at the 
1984 Academy Award 
ceremony clad in a seamy cos- 
tume made of black feathers, 
and was photographed at rock 
clubs with a different date in 
tow every week. Real actresses 
look like Meryl Streep and 
exude dignity, don't they? 

“They tell me I’m trying to 
look like Madonna.”she says, 
laughing. “I was wearing my 
old leather jacket whenshewas 
still in leather diapers! 

“Sure, I could have changed 
and looked serious a long time 
ago and maybe gotten someone 
to lake notice. But I wanted to 
do it the way I wanted. There

First Western film made in China since the revolution

NEW YORK, (Reuter): Italian 
director Bernardo Bertolucci, 
who created a sensation with 
Last Tango in Paris in 1972, has 
returned to the spotlight with 
The Last Emperor. ~ 

' BertoTuca”s.fjiPSt fihsoin .six,: 
years, L this qiic J treatment, of 
modern China has been cited 
by virtually every US critic as 
one of the year’s best. 

“There are two great loves in 
this movie — one for dnema 
and one for China," the 47- 
year-old director said. 

“The Last Emperor" chroni- 
des the life oFPu Yi, who ascen- 
ded to the throne in imperial 
China in 1908 aged three, and 
died 59 years later, a humble 
gardener. 

Made in English, it is the first 
Western feature film about 
China made in the country 
itself since the Communist 
revolution in 1949. And it is the 
first film ever shot in Peking’s 
Forbidden City- the ancient 
home of Pu Yi and other Chin- 
ese rulers. 

“The Last Emperor" is an 
epic on the grandest scale, with 
some 1 9,000 Ch i nese extras and 
9,000 costumes. 

Bri nging Pu Yi’s autobiogra- 
phy. “From Emperor To 
Citizen", Lo Lhe screen took 
over four years. S25 million and 
a crew of Italian, British and 
Chinese Lechnidans. 

As the child emperor of the 
Manchu dynasty, Pu Yi lived 
among concubines and eun- 
uchs inside the Forbidden City 
until he was deposed in 1911, 
when the Nationalists took 
over. 

The adult Pu Yi lived the 
decadent life of a playboy and 
served as a puppet emperor for 
the Japanese in Manchuria in 
the late 1930s. He was sent to a 
Chinese prison in 1945 as the 
Japanese empire crumbled at 
the end of World War Two. 

After nine years, he was 
“remoulded” by the commun- 
ists and worked as a gardener 
until his death in 1967. 

Chinese-American John 
Lone, who starred in Year Of 
The Dragon, portrays Pu Yi 
from adolescence to his death. 
Peter O'Toole plays Pu Yi's 
Scottish tutor and Chinese 
actress Joan Chen portrays the

emperor's wife. 

The crowd scenes — shot by 
Oscar-winning cinematogra- 
pher Vittoria Storaro — 
include the coronation of the 
child-emperor in the Hall of 
Supreme Harmony, Pu Yi's 
wedding and the expulsion of 
ihe eunuchs from court by the 
new republic's leaders. 

“The movie is an epic”, said 
Bertolucci, “But instead of 
being about a hero, it is about 
an anti-hero.”

“He is absolutely the 
opposite ofaWislern man. who 
normally goes from being a 
doorman to being general man- 
ager." added Bertolucci, whose 
The Spider's Stratagem and 
The Conformist also dealt with 
political and social upheaval. 

Bui Uie directoi said he was. 
certain that audiences would 
have no trouble relating to the 
“strange itinerary" of China’s 
lust emperor. 

“When you see him as a 
baby, you identify with him," 
he said. “Everyone is an 
emperor at home as a child.”

The screenplay had lo be 
approved by China’s culture 
ministry. The Chinese con-, 
sidered Pu Yi's story a morality 
tale, with the hero becoming 
freer as an ordinary citizen. 

Bertolucci said the Chinese 
government also gave its nod of 
approval to the completed film 
after special showings, but 
theatrical release in China ilseir 
is undecided. 

Release there, he said, would - 
be deeply satisfying. 

Bertolucci's 1900 . the 1977 
four-hour Italian epic starring 
Robert De Niro, and 1979's 
Lana, an erotic mother-and- 
son story starring Jill 
Clayburgh, were box-office 
disappointments. 

These were followed by lhe 
unsuccessful Tragedy of a 
Ridiculons Man in 1981. 

The lukewarm reception to 
those three films forced Ber- 
tolucci to look toward the easL 
“l was so frustrated,” he 
said. "I wanted logo faraway.” 
Bertolucci believes he was 
allowed to film The Last 
Emperor in China because of * 


the social and political liberal 
isation under Deng Xiaoping: 
Bertolucci thinks there isnot 
the capacity for change in his 
native Italy — which last' 
February finally lifted its ii- 
year ban on Last. Tango, -.aJ 
frank portrayal of a relation- 
ship 'between a middfe-aged 
man and a young woman. - 
That rigidity, he. said.: has 
hurt Italian cinema. ' 

“Italian cinemaisin a kmdof 
agony. It lasted for so long that 
it bas become norinai. There is 
agony, but no death.” 

For his next film, Bertolucci 
is considering adaptations of 
Paul Bowles, novel /The Shel- 
tering Sky,” the story of ah 
American expatriate . . in 
Morocco after- World War 
Two, and Andre Malraux's 
“Man’s Fate”. ' 

Malraux’s 1933 novel, set 
during the 1 927 Shanghai upr- 
ising. was his first choice before 
The Last Emperor. The subject 
matter, however, touched too 
many political sores and the 
Chinese wouldn’t give Him per- 
mission lo film it. -

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Aides give the proposals little chance of winning approval 

Reagan will ask Congress to reform budget process

WASHINGTON, Jan 26, 
(ReirterJ: PrestJent Reagan says 
he will once again ask Congress 
iefbnn. the nation’s lengthy 
annual budget process, but even 
his own aides give the proposals 
little . .chance of winning 
approval. • 

- The Democratic Party-con- 
trolled Congress has turned 
down the reforms repeatedly in 
the past and 1988 is an election 
year— the Republican Reagan’s 
last as President after serving the 
legal maximum of two four-year 
terras. 

Outlined 

Two of the proposals Reagan 
outlined jn the annual State of 
the Union Speech last night 
would shift the balance of power 
on spending decisions to the 
White House from Congress. 

A third would force massive 
spending cuts that would pose 
majorpotitical problems for law- 


roakers seeking re-election, in 
addition to the presidency being 
up for grabs in November, one- 
third of the 100 Senate seats and 
all of the 43S seats in the House of 
Representatives will be contes- 

The budget process has 
become increasingly bitter in 
recent years as Reagan has 
blamed Congress for excessive 
spending and congressional 
leaders have faulted the White 
House for preparing politically 
unworkable budget plans. 

The non-stop sniping has 
slowed the process to a crawl. 

Last year, for example, the 
budget for the fiscal year that 
began on October 1 was not in 
place until late December. As the 
wrangling went on, the dollar, 
already hit by a stubbornly high 
US trade deflcii, came under fur- 
ther pressure on foreign 
exchange markets. 


This year, administration 
officials have predicted the bud- 
get process will be less conten- 
tious because the White House 
and congressional leaders have 
already agreed on the basic 
ouUines of the coming year's 
federal budget. 

A White House-Congress 
budget summit aimed at calming 
financial markets after the 
October 19 Wall Street crash, 
called for a S76 billion budget 
deficit cut over two years. But 
election year passions, could still 
derail that accord and restore the 
usual chaos to the 1988 bud- 
getary bargaining. 

In his message to Congress, 
Reagan asked legislators to alter 
the US constitution to require a 
balanced federal budget and to 
give him the power to block 
individual items in lengthy spen- 
ding Mils. 

He also proposed changing 


Congress’ internal budget 
process in a way that would, Tor 
the first time, give the President 
an official role in that process. 
The procedural change would 
make Congress’ annual budget 
resolution a so-called joint 
resolution rather than a con- 
current resolution. 

Action 

While a concurrent resolution 
simply expresses the sense of 
Congress and requires no further 
action after passage by both 
chambers, a joint resolution 


before it becomes effective. 

The reform, which has 
previously been proposed but 
never brought to a vote in Con- 
gress, would thus give the 
President a veto over what has 
until now been exclusively up to 
Congress. 

The change would be impor- 
tant because the budget resolu- 


tion establishes an overall ceiling 
for government spending bills 
and also allocates the spending 
total among the various congres- 
sional committees that make the 
myriad individual spending 
decisions. 

Presidentialauihority to block 
individual items in spending 
bills, called a ‘line-item veto,’ 
would also be a significant 
change, shifting the final say over 
most budget matters to the White 
House from Capitol Hill. 

At present the President has a 
choice only between approving 
the entire contents of a lengthy 
spending bill approved by Con- 
gress, or vetoing the entire 
measures. 

Although proposed 

repeatedly by Reagan, the line- 
item veto has also never come to a 
vote in Congress during his 
presidency. 

A constitutional amendment 


to balance the budget has made it 
to the voting stage, but neither 
chamber has approved such an 
amendment during the Reagan 
years. 

While the goal of a balanced 
federal budget is publicly praised 
by many in Congress, few law- 
makers would jump for the 
chance actually to balance the 
budget any time soon. 

Considerably 

Though the Federal Budget 
deficit has fallen considerably 
from its S22 1 billion peak in fiscal 
1986, it remains in the region of 
S 1 SO billion, and lawmakers env- 
isioning spending cuts of that 
magnitude would rightly fear for 
their re-election this year. 

Even President Reagan, 
whose promise of a balanced 
budget was central to his 1980 
presidential campaign, has never 
actually submitted a balanced 
budget plan to Congress. 


Banks grapple with Latin American debt problem 

Bahrain’s offshore banks to boost reserves 


BAHRAIN, Jan 26, (Reuter): 
Bahrain’s major banks, amongst 
the biggest in the Gulf, will take 
decisions this week to boost their 
reserves against bad debts to 
cope with the burden posed by S3 
biuiod worth of Latin American 
loans. 

But bankers said their debt 
provisions are unlikely to match 
reserve levels set by European 
and US competitors 

A controversial home-spun 
proposal to hive off problem 
loans into, a holding company 
looks set to be shelved and banks 
are expected to concentrate ins- 
tead on boosting reserves as far 
as possible from relatively weak 
operating earnings. 

Muddle 

“Bahrain’s banks are under- 
provided; but they can do little 
about it and will have to muddle 
through,” one banker said. 

The island’s 65 offshore h anks 
cut their teeth on a diet of Latin 
American lending during beady 
expansion in the late 1970s, but 
payments problems coincided

with a Middle East recession, 
robbing them of the chance to 
salt away provisions. 

The coming week sees a series 
of board meetings in Bahrain as 
bank executives and sharehol- 
ders. often Gulf governments, 
decide just how to handle prov- 
isions in the 1987 balance sheeL 

The recipe that will emerge 
when results are announced in 
February is likely to combine a 
modest increase in provisions 
with measures to strengthen the 
banks' capital base. . 

A swirl of publicity has 
surrounded bad debts to Saudi 
firms, but Bahrain banks are 
heavily exposed to Latin 
America and provisions fall 
below thosein major finance cen- 
tres. 

Innovative 

Mexican officials are due in 
Bahrain on Sunday to discuss 
their innovative bonds-for-debt 
swap scheme as part of a world 
tour to sell the package to 
creditor banks. 

The island’s largest bank. 
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Arab Banking Corp (ABC), is 
estimated to have outstanding 
loans to the region of $1.2 billion, 
equal to 20 per cent of its debt 
portfolio. 

its arch rival Gulf Inter- 
national Bank (GIB) has Latin 
American exposure of $864 
million or about 70 per cent. 

Bankers said a lead by US 
bank Citicorp last year, when it 
added S3 billion dollars to Third 
World loan provisions, led to 
joint work by ABC and GIB on 
setting up a company into which 
they could sell problem loans. 

Divided 

While the idea is not totally 
dead, it has sharply divided 
Bahrain’s banking community, 
with many bankas arguing it 
would not solve the underlying 
problem of non-performing 
assets. 

“Accounting sleight of hand,” 
was one banker’s judgement 

The debt would have been sold 
at 100 cents in the dollar, more 
than double its value in the so- 


called 'secondary market’ where 
banks trade debt with each other 
at a heavy discount. 

But the purchase of loans by a 
bolding company would also 
have required banks to lend to 
the company to finance deals. 

Radical 

“Any self-respecting accoun- 
tant or auditor would question 
the status of loans made to the 
company if it has just paid 100 
cents in the dollar for assets that 
are worth less than 50 on a secon- 
dary markets,” said one banker 
set against the deal. 

“No mater how you dress it 
up, the problem won'igo away.” 

One small Bahrain bank did 
make the problem go away, but it 
was also a radical solution that 
was little wider application. 

United Gulf Bank (UGB) this 
week said it had taken a $20.5 
million loss or ‘hit’ in 1987 
accounts to rid itself of all its 
Latin American debt. It sold its 
entire S36.2 million portfolio on 
the secondary market 


US durable goods 
orders jump 6.7pc 


WASHINGTON, Jan 26, (Reu- 
ter): Orders received by man- 
ufacturers of durable goods sur- 
ged by 6.7 per cent in December, 
the Commerce Department said 
today. 

The large increase, which far 
surpassed expectations of a 0.2 
per cent gain, largely reflected 
orders for aircraft, government 
officials said. 

For 1987 as a whole, durable 
goods orders rose 7.8 per cent 
after increasing by 0.5 per cent in 
1986. 

The 6.7 per cent increase to a 
seasonally adjusted $118.69 
billion was the fourth con- 
secutive monthly increase and 
thelargest since a6.9 per cent rise 
in September 1986. 

It followed a modest 0.1 per 
cent increase in November. 

The 7.8 pa cent increase last 
year in orders for durable goods, 
which are designed to last three 
years or more, was the biggest 
since a 13.0 pa cent rise in 1984. 

Although aircraft orders, a 


volatile category, accounted for 
more than two-thirds of Decem- 
ber’s rise, the Commerce Depart- 
ment said new order increases 
were widespread within major 
industries. 

Excluding another unpredic- 
table category, defence equip- 
ment, orders were up 6.0 per cent 
last month after rising 0.2 pa 
cent in November. 

The strength in durable goods 
orders was further evidence that 
the overall economy did not slow 
down much in the weeks after 
October's stock market crash 
and that the manufacturing sec- 
tor in particular ended the year 
with business booming. 

Economists say manufac- 
turers are finally reaping the ben- 
efits of a three-year-long decline 
in the dollar which has made 
their goods more competitive on 
world markets. 

Growth in exports is thought 
to have fuelled another quarter 
of strong economic growth bet- 
ween October and December. 


Shipping losses down 

LON DON, Jan 26, (Renterj: Fewer ships were lost last year than 
in 1 986 but the gain was overshadowed by (he Gulf war and ferry 
disasters ofTBelgumt and the Fhflippmes when hundreds of people 
died, an onderwnteis’ association said today. The report by the 
Institute of London Underwriters (ELU) said losses in 1987 
dropped to 139 merchant ships totalling 1,178^00 gross tons 
against 1 56 ships totalling 1,207,422 tons the previous year. This, 
however, was in a year which saw the world’s worst peacetime 
shipping disaster — the sinking of the Manila-bound ferry Dona 
Paz Iasi month. 

There were ody 26 survivors from 1,600 people known to be 
aboard after ike Aip caught fire. The ILL! mid the vessel could 
have been carrying twice that number. It also cited nearly 200 
deaths when the British Ferry Herald of Free Enterprise sank olT 
Zeebrugge, Belgium last March. 

The ILU said there were 170 attacks on ships in the Golf, np 50 
pa cent on 1986. But naval escorts had limited the extent of the 
damage caused. Aviation meanwhile had its second-worst year ou 
record in terms of cash losses, the ILU said. In 1 987, 20 Westeio- 
bnilt Jet airimeis valued at $258 million were lost in accidents. A 
death toD at 392 compared with as many as 1 ,534 deaths in 1985, 
when there woe record aviation cash losses of$400 million. The 
ILU represents British and overseas insurance companies 
accounting for about half of London’s shipping business. 

Egypt willing to cut oil output 

CAIRO, Jan 26, (Renta): Egypt is wilting to cat its crude ofl 
production from the enrreat level to help Opec stabilise the 
volatile world market. Petroleum Minister Abdd-Hadi Kanded 
said today. In a statement releas ed by in s office, Kandeelsald if all 
members of the Organisation of Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(Opec) held to their present production ceiling, prices would rise 
to an average of S18 a barret Egypt is completely ready to farther 
squeeze its output, when it deans this necessary . . . apart from 
what is needed for domestic consumption, which is rising now 
because of a two-mootb-old cold wave,” the minister said. Opec 
agreed in December on total output of 15.06 milli on barrels pa 
day (bpd) for all members except Iraq. Kandeel said that to shore 
np prices, Egypt would not bring more supplies into the world 
market than it already does. Non-Opec Egypt cat production by 
30,000 bpd early last year to bdp the 13-member oD group and 
now exports about one third of its output of 870,000 bpd. 

Oman to boost gas exploration 

MUSCAT, Oman, Jan 26, (AF): Oman, a non-Opec ofl producer 
faced with a 194 mUBoo-rial ($500 mQfiou) budget deficit for 
fiscal 1988, is to step qp efforts to develop its state-owned gas 
industry to save fuel oil, government sources said today. 

Six million riyals ($15 million) will be spent developing three 
gas production plants tins year, said the sources who spoke on 
condition of anonymity. A 275,000-riyaJ ($710,000) government 
study to be carried oat ova the next five months win review 
technical and organisational options. The gas network powers 
defence installations in addition to ml production and light 
industry, the sources noted. The government announced earlier 
this month that gas reserves have risen to 9.6 trillion cubic feet, an 
increase of three trillion cubic feet ova figures announced a year 
ago. 

Gas consumption totalled 50 billion cubic feet last year. Oman, 
which produces 565,000 bands of ofl a day, launched a gas 
exploration programme m 1984 when oil prices were falling.

NEW YORK, Jan 26, (AP): 
Exxon Corp., the world’s biggest 
oil company, said today that 
fourth quarter profits rose 5.1 
per cent from a year earlier but 
annual profit fell 9.7 per cent. 

Meanwhile smaller Ashland 
Oil Inc. said first quarter profits 
rose 47 per cent when one-time 
factors were omitted. 

L.G. Rawl, Exxon’s chair- 
man, said the oil giant’s perfor- 
mance was aided by softening 
fourth quarter crude oil prices 
that were reduced further by the 
weakening of the US dollar. 

“The combination of lower 
crude supply cpsis and/elatiyely 
firm product prices led to 
improvement in refining and 
marketing margins in contrast to 
the situation earlier in the year 
when higher supply costs depres- 
sed margins,” Rawl stated in a 
news release. 
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KD deposit rates ease 


KUWAITI dinar deposit rates 
eased again yesterday on high 
liquidity from month-end salary 
payments after Central Bank 
intervention forced them down 
sharply on Monday. 

Dealers said trading was light 
as banks awaited tender results 
for today's KD120 million 
Treasury bill issue. 

Interest focused on the one to 
three-month maturities, with 
one-month dealing at 3-1/2 per 
cent and two-month offered at 3- 
3/4 per cent. 

One-month was quoted at 3-5/ 
8, 1/8 per ceoL, about 1/2 point 
below Monday levels, and three- 
month at 4-1/8 3-3/4 per cent 
from 4-1/2, four per cent. Six- 
month fell to 4-3/4, 3/8 per cent 
from 5-1/8, 4-5/8 per ceoL

The short dates were well 
offered at 1/2 percent, with slight 
bidding interest in tomorrow- 
next, reported traded at 5/8 per 
cent.

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Pope urges 
governments 


to cut military 
spending 


ROME, Jan 26, (Reuter): Pope 
John Paul called today for an end 
to excessive military spending 
and said nuclear disarmament 
would be meaningless unless the 
money freed went to helping the 
world's poorest. 

In a speech marking 10 years 
of work by the United Nations 
International Fund for Agricul- 
tural Development (I fad), the 
Pope welcomed last month’s US- 
Soviet nuclear arms treaty and 
said he hoped it would lead to 
more radical disarmament. 

“But all of this will have no 
meaning if we do not reach a 
larger degree of economic 
cooperation benefitting the most 
disadvantaged regions of the 
world,” he told Ifad’s 1 42-nation 
governing council. 

Resources 

He urged nations to ‘dare to 
renounce excessive military 
expenditures' so as to devote 
maximum resources to inter- 
national cooperation and to 
collaborate in the work of ’giving 
to peace the name of develop- 
ment'. 

Praising Ifad's work, he said 
an effective solution to hunger 
could not be found by food aid 
but only by giving the poor the 
means to help fight starvation 
themselves. 

Development efforts had to 
place respect for universal 
human dignity above the pursuit 
of profit or any 'hegemonic tem- 
ptation,’ he said. 

The Pope's remarks reflected 
wide support for the Rome- 
based agency including from 
Western critics of other UN 
agencies, in its provision of 
grants and loans for small-scale, 
self-help projects among the 
most disadvantaged of the 
world's rural poor. 

In the past 10 years Ifad has 
lent S2.4 billion to 89 developing 
countries for projects it says have 
benefited 1 10 million people. 

The grants and loans, most on 
highly concessionary terms, have 
been matched by a further $7.5 
billion from co-financiers and 
voluntary contributions from 
beneficiary countries, Ifad says. 


Gulf invests 
$38b in 
industrial . 
sector 


DOHA, Jan 26, (Opecna): The 
Gulf region witnessed a substan- 
tial industrial growth over the 
past two decades, with the establ- 
ishment ofthousands of projects, 
ranging from petrochemicals 
and steel to food industries. 

According to a study prepared 
by the Doha-based Gulf Organ- 
isation for Industrial Consulting 
(Goic) — groupingfive Opec 
countries Iraq, Kuwait, Qatar, 
Saudi Arabia and the United 
Arab Emirates, and non-Opec 
Bahrain and Oman — about 
4,900 projects have been carried 
out with total investments of 
more than S38 billion. 

The report said that continu- 
ing growth of the industrial sec- 
tor in the Gulf countries in future 
would hinge substantially on the 
ability to define the industries 
which would be able to achieve 
the diversification of income. 

The study warned that the 
inability to utilise available 
production capacities, the shrin- 
king revenues and profits of exis- 
ting industries and the drop in the 
industrial growth rate would all 
lead to curbing diversification of 
national income. 

The report showed that 
increasing numbers of inter- 
mediate industries were facing 
the problem of inability to utilise 
available production capacity. 
Projects 

Despite the fact that some exis- 
ting industrial projects in the 
Gulf countries were utilising 
their available production 
capacity, the failure to use all 
available production capacities 
.have been growing dramatically, 
the study said. 


Dollar gains and gold drops again 


LONDON, Jan 26. (AP): The 
US dollar strengthened against 
the major currencies in 
European trading today. Gold 
prices fell for the third straight 
session. 

Foreign exchange dealers said 
the dollar was helped by better- 
than-expected figures for US 
durable goods orders, which 
were up 6.7 per cent last month 
againt an expected rise of less 
than I percent. 

Impact 

But the dealers said the 
improvement wouldn't have 
much impact after today as the 
indicator was not important 
enough. They said the large US 
trade deficit would have to show 
a substantial fall before the 
dollar could rise considerably 
above its current low levels.

Subdued 

British currency dealers said 
dollar trading was subdued with 
investors now waiting for news 
due on Wednesday of the rate at 
which US Gross National 
Product expanded in the last 
three months of 1987 — an 
important indicator of how 
America's economy performed 
after the Black Monday October 
19 crash. 

“There's been a wild flurry on 
every GNP figure (in 1987),” 
Brett at Barclays DeZoete's said, 
noting that actual figures on 
.previous occasions had differed 
widely from market expecta- 
tions. 

The median market forecast 
for real GNP growth in the 
fourth quarter is a rise of 3.5 per 
cent, against third quarter 
growth of 4.3 per cent. 


Markets will scrutinise the 
numbers for any sign that the 
effects of the October stock 
market crash are working their 
way through into economic per- 
formance, analysis said. 

London dealers said a lower- 
than-expected figure could hit 
the dollar and raise the spectre of 
US higher interest rates. 

One said: “The market's 
showing a reluctance to make 
any headway at the moment and 
I don't think you’ll see much 
change in prices ahead of the US 
fourth quarter GNP figures." 

London's b lue-c hip share 
barometer, the FTSE 100-share 
index, ended at 1767.3 points, 
just 5.

Japanese work on compatible computers 


TOKYO, Jan 26. (UPI): Three 
major Japanese electronics com- 
panies say they are making sig- 
nificant steps forward in an effort 
to develop standardised com- 
puters and related chips for use in 
the 1990s. 

“We are making steady 
progress in ourjoint undertaking 
and we hope to start commercial 
prod ucticn of a series of standar- 
dised computers and peripheral 
devices by the middle of next 
year” said a spokesman for 
Fujitsu Ltd.. Japan's top com- 
puter manufacturer. 

The group consists of Fujitsu 
and two major electronic equip- 
ment makers. Hitachi Ltd. and 
Mitsubishi Electric Coip. 

The three companies are 
among 95 Japanese manufac- 
turers that support the Tron 
structure. Tron, which stands for 
real-time operating system 


nucleus concept, was proposed 
by Tokyo University Prof Ken 
Sakamura to standardise com- 
puter systems to meet growing 
demands for high performance 
equipment with enhanced func- 
tions and capabilities. 

“We decided to take on the 
development of 32- bit com- 
puters and related chips because 
we believe that 32-bit chips will 
take over from 1 6-bit chips com- 
monly used at present and 
dominate the microprocessor 
area in the next decade" Fujitsu 
said. 

Success 

The initial success of their joint 
efforts was made public recently 
when the three companies 
announced development of the 
high-performance 32-bit 
Gmicro/200, or global 
microprocessor and peripheral 
large-scale integration circuits. 


The computer was developed 
by Hitachi and the related chips 
by Fujitsu. 

The three companies now are 
worldog to complete Graicro/ 
100 and Gmicro/300 by early 
next year. 

“Not only does the Gmicro/ 
200 take pride of place as first in 
the series of Gmicro family 
processors to reach full develop- 
ment. but it also marks the first 
time a microprocessor has been 
developed that is fully compati- 
ble with Tron specifications," an 
announcement by the group 
said. 

Suitable 

They said the Japanese Educa- 
tion Ministry has made it known 
it plans to use the Tron format 
software for educational pur- 
poses. 

Operating systems or basic 


software for computers mainly 
have been developed in the 
United States, but they are said 
not to be suitable for processing 
the Japanese language. 

Hitachi said die Gmicro/200 
features the most up-to-date 
computer design and semicon- 
ductor technologies presently 
available, such as distributed 
memory storing, multi-sequence 
pipelinining and horizontal 
microprogramming. 

The large-scale integration cir- 
cuits developed for the Gmicro/ 
200 include a direct memory 
access controller, interrupt 
request controller and tag ran- 
dom access memory for high- 
speed data processing. 

The companies said they plan 
to expand a family of Gmicro 
series and peripheral chips to 
meet demand for standardised 
systems.

BAHRAIN. Jan 26, (Reuter): 
Gulf Arab states may step in to 
help Egypt if President Hosni 
Mubarak fails to persuade the 
United States this week to 
write ofT some of Cairo's military 
debts, bankers said today. 

They said several of the Gulf 
Cooperation Council (GCC) 
states, which Mubarak visited 
this month, were studying the 
possibility of buying pail of the 
debt from Washington and res- 
cheduling it at lower interest 
rates. 

Switched 

Egypt owes $4.5 billion to the 
United States for arms bought 
after the late President Anwar 
Sadat switched allegiance from 
the Soviet camp to Lhe West in the 
mid-1970s. 

The debt carries an average 
interest rate of II .8 per cent, with 
portions of it as high as 16 per 
cent. Egyptian officials argue it 
would be cut as interest rates 
have dropped sharply in recent 
years. 

Sources close to Mubarak said 
the president, who arrives in 
Washington today as part of a 
tour of his Western allies, would 
press the Reagan administration 
to absolve Egypt of at least some 
of the debt 

Role 

They said he would argue 
Egypt played a strategic political 
and military role and its stability, 
vital to USinterestsiniheMiddle 
East, could be undermined if 


debts continued to weaken its 
economy and led to social unrest 

Mubarak visited the six GCC 
states — Bahrain, Kuwai.t, 
Oman, Qatar, Saudi Arabia and 
. die United Arab Emirates — at 
the beginning of January on a 
tour marking Egypt's new-found 
respectability in the Arab world. 

The bankers said the Gulf 
Arabs were considering buying 
part of the military debt at a 
discount through regional 
development funds. It would 
then be rescheduled at what one 
banker described as “a more 
reasonable rate which Cairo 
could meet.” 

Egypt has repeatedly defaul- 
ted on the debt and last year 
rescheduled about $800 million 
in arrears in a deal . delaying 
payment until June. 

Unable 


Some bankers said they 
thought Egypt might even be 
unable to meet easier repayment 
terms if Gulf financial groups set 
a market-related interest rate 
near the eight per cent level. 

But diplomats argued that 
Cairo could always make 
rejpayments in the form of 
military and other goods which 
would find a more natural ~ 
mar ket in the Gulf than in the 
Western world. 

Egypt has a well-developed 
arms industry and plans to help 
to boost Kuwait’s air defence 
system, train Gulf Arab officers 


and hold arms exhibitions, fo. 
boost sales. ' ; V 

Sources travelling with. 
Mubarak said he would tell US 
leaders Cairo could not 
immediately implement more 
economic reforms advocated by 
the International Monetary 
Fund (IMF) while continuing to 
play a political and military role 
in the region. 

Agreed . 

Egypt and the IMF agreed in 
1987 on several ' economic 
reforms in return for emergency 
funds in a deal which enabled

“In Kuwait negotiations with 
Japanese buyers still are 
proceeding without having rea- 
ched any definite conclusion as 
yet,” the authoritative newsletter 
said. “Nevertheless, observers 
feel that agreement could well be 
reached at an area of com- 
promise." the Survey said. 

“In Saudi Arabia mere is as yet

North Cyprus looks to tourism to boost economy 


NICOSIA, Jan 25, (Reuter): 
Offering sun-drenched beaches 
and relics of ancient settlements, 
the breakaway Turkish Republic 
of North Cyprus (TRNC) 
anticipates record numbers of 
tourists this year to boost its 
hard-pressed economy. 

Officials say the 1988 target is 
175.000 tourists, compared with 
a record 1 60,000 last year, mainly 
from Turkey but with sizeable 
numbers from European Econ- 
omic Community (EEC) coun- 
tries. 

Important 

“It is envisaged that tourism 
will be the most important sector 
in our economy. Our new econ- 
omic programme envisages all 
necessary measures to be taken 
for the tourism sector,” said 
Ahmet Baysal of the State Plan- 
ning Organisation. 

Officials sav the administra- 
tion plans to increase the number 
of tourist beds from about 4,400 
at present to 10.000 by 1992, 
when 300.000 visitors are expec- 
ted. 

Potential developers are 
offered long-term leases of 
public land, duty-free import of 


building equipment and machin- 
ery, tax incentives and profit 
repatriation. 

A big tourist attraction is the 
use of the rapidly-declining 
Turkish lira — a good beach- 
front hotel costs around 25,000 
jira ($24) a night — although this 
is held largely responsible for 
inflation, running last year at a 
provisional 43 per cent. 

Turkish Cypriots unilaterally 
declared the TRNC in 1 983, nine 
years after Turkish troops 
invaded and secured the north- 
ern third of Cyprus after a coup 
inspired by the military junta 
then ruling’Greece. 

Its economy has been kept 
afloat with cash injections by 
Turkey, the only country to 
officially recognise it. 

One drawback to Lourism, 
which Baysal said drew in a net 
income of S48.5 million in 1986, 
is air transport. 

Neitherof the TRNC airports. 
Ercan and Gecitkale, are recogn- 
ised as international and the only 
air link with the outside world is 
through Turkey on planes char- 
tered from Turkish airlines. 

Economic woes date back to- 
1963 at the start of a decade of 


bitter inter-communal strife. 

“We lost everything .... we had 
no trade, no industry, no com- 
merce,” TRNC leader Rauf 
Denktash told Reuters. 

“We were buyers from Greek 
merchants and sellers to Turkish 
Cypriots. In order to buy from 
Greek merchants we had to put 
hard currency which he borr- 
owed from Turkey into the Cen- 
tral Bank of Cyprus which the 
Greeks had taken over.” be said. 

Greek Cypriots say they 
developed much of the original 
tourist infrastructure before the 


partition of the island. 

Apart from tourism, the other 
bright spot on the economic 
horizon is light industry. 

Baysal said Lhere were 460 
industrial units producing a 
range of goods and items from 
tobacco, paper and textiles to 
chemicals in 1986, compared 
with 270 in 1975. 

He said 45 per cent of the 
TRNCs exports go to Turkey 
and another 45 per cent to 
European countries, mainly 
Britain. The rest ends up in the 
Middle EasL 


TOKYO, Jan 26, (Kuna): Japan-

The guilty ones are those 
who surround the athletes, 
though not all of them,” he 
added.

He said the IOC applied strict 
anti-doping controls and 13 par- 
ticipants had been suspended at 
the 1984 Los Angeles Olympics. 
“We must protect the heal til of 
the athletes. We can’t permit 
cheating," he said. 

Christian Bergelin, French 
Secretary of State for Sports, and 
Prince Alexandre de M erode, 
Belgian IOC vice-president and 
president of the Olympic, Com- 
mittee’s medical commission, 
chaired the symposium, which 
featured top-level athletes, 
sports medicine authorities, 
sports administrators and mem- 
bers of the European Council 
and Parliament.

Morris said the board was 
nearing the end of its discussions 
with the IBF.

The British board has tried to 
gel the IBF to go along with the 
other two major worldwide sanc- 
tioning bodies of boxing, the 
World Boxing Council and the 
World Boxing Association, in 
cutting title fights to 12 rounds. It 
has refused to sanction longer 
fights.

He was unconscious when 
admitted to Bury St Edmunds 
Hospital but “made a quick and 
spontaneous recovery,” hospital 
manager Robert Jones said. 

Jones denied that Piggott had 
been assaulted and added doc- 
tors were still trying to establish 


the cause of his condition. 

He was later transferred to the 
.prison hospital in Norwich, west 
England. 

In October, Piggott pleaded 
guilty to nine charges offailing to 
declare income and one charge of 
defrauding customs and excise. 

An inland revenue spokesman 
said the case was not closed.‘Tt 
was made clear in court that we 
had only then gone up to 1984. 
The investigation is continuing.” 

Piggott has repaid £3 million 
(SS.3 million) in tax and interest 
for the years up to 1984 when he 
ended bus career as an active rider 
after chalking up a record 5.000 
victories. 

The new investigation will be 


looking into Piggolt’s financial 
dealings during his later years as 
a trainer. 

The three months in a two- 
man cell have been troublesome 
for one of the country's greatest 
sporting heroes. Piggott is an 
aloof man suffering from a 
speech defect and partial deaf- 
ness. He was described by bis 
lawyer as of limited intellectual 
capacity outside the racing track. 

His fellow inmates com- 
plained that Piggott had been 
given preferential treatment and 
earlier this month, he was put 
under special guard after being 
hit over the head with a racquet 
during a badminton match 
among prisoners.
